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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 18-21 , 24-27 and 30-35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 18, the prior art fails to teach "in the mobile station, setting a 
mobile station transmission power, dependent on the measured reception power and 
the information about the base station transmission power, for sending an access radio 
block to the base station", as cited in the claim. 

Regarding claim 33, the prior art fails to teach "wherein said transmission power 
setting unit comprises a control unit for setting the transmission power for the 
transmission of the access radio block to the base station dependent on the measured 
reception power and the information about the base station transmission power", as 
cited in the claim. 

Regarding claim 34, the prior art fails to teach "wherein the mobile station sets a 
transmission power dependent on the measured reception power for sending an access 
radio block to the base station" and "wherein information about base station 
transmission power used by the base station in the downstream direction is sent from 
the base station to the mobile station and is employed by the mobile station for setting 
the transmission power", as cited in the claim. 

Regarding claim 35, the prior art fails to teach "a power limiter to limit a 
transmission power of the access radio block before transmission of the access radio 
block, based on the information about the base station transmission power and the 
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reception power of the broadcast signal transmitted by the base station, such that the 
transmission power is reduced for a larger reception power and the transmission power 
is increased for a lower reception power", as cited in the claim.
